New York, Sept. 9.— The day’s ses­ 
sion of the legislative, life Insurance 
investigation committee was devoted 
exclusively to the affairs of the New 
N ork Life Insurance company, and a 
searching examination was made of its 
oftieers, who appeared on the stand. 
Beginning with 
the .salaries paid to 
the officers, the line of inquiry extend­ 
ed through all the details of the com­ 
pany’s participation in various under­ 
writing syndicates for railroad securi­ 
ties. the New York Life's connection 
with trust companies and finally near 
the close 
of the day developed 
the 
fact that it was not an unusual thing 
for clerks or messengers in the em­ 
ploy of the company, with salaries as 
low as $500 a year, to sign notes for 
millions of dollars to be used by the 
company in relieving its books of un 
desirable securities.

the tone of the Swedish newspapers, 
which are now calling upon the gov­ 
ernment to mobilize 70,000 troops, at 
the sam e time pointing out that Nor­ 
way is only able to command 3,000 
troops. 
While the 
Swedish riksdag 
demanded that the "fortresses recent­ 
ly erected be no longer maintained,” 
the Swedish newspapers insist 
that 
the fortifications of the old fortresses 
of F redriksen and Kongsvinger shall 
be destroyed. 
No suggestion could lie 
made which would more deeply wound 
the national pride of the Norwegians. 
Kongsvinger 
is thirty miles 
from 
the frontier aud holds a commanding 
position for the defense of Christiania, 
the richest section of Norway, while 
the corresponding zone in Sweden, it 
is pointed 
out. is "unimportant and 
has never been fortified.” 
Responsible people here say the ar- 
fogant tone by the Swedish press, un­ 
less it is modified, is likely to lead 
to serious developments.
